District No. 1. 

| Amount of money, $95.00. Prudential Committee, C. L. Thomas. 
| Length of School, 20 weeks. Wages per month, $18. No. pupils, 17. 
This school was under the instruction of Miss EMMA J. ROGERs. 
| The number of pupils in this district is sufficient to awaken the best 
energies of the teacher. They are not far advanced, but many of 
them are capable of becoming excellent scholars. The usefulness of 
| this school was diminished by the inattention to study and rudeness 
| of a few older boys. Miss Rogers deserves the credit of making 
faithful efforts for the advancement of her pupils. 


District No. 2. . 

Amount of money, $97.03. Prudential Committee, Haven B. Hill. 
First term, MADGE A. Foss, teacher. Length of term, 8 weeks. 
Wages per month, $15.00. No. of pupils, 9. 

Miss Foss, although young and with but little experience as a teach- 
er, displayed many of those qualities which mark the best character- 
istics of a first-class teacher. At the close of the term the same good 
order and ambition to excel was displayed that had been noticed in
